
PERMIT TERM 202 
 
Title:  SAN GREGORIO CREEK (SAN MATEO COUNTY) MINIMUM BYPASS FLOWS 
This term is a direct quote from the adjudication decree. 
 
When used:  For all applications on San Gregorio Creek, San Mateo County. 
 
Term:   
For protection of fisheries, wildlife, and other instream and public trust uses in the San Gregorio 
Creek Stream System, the Permittee/Licensee shall be subject to the following minimum flows at 
the USGS San Gregorio gage located at the Old Coast Highway Crossing: 
 
 December 1 to April 30:  10 cubic feet per second (cfs); except that the entire creek flow 
shall be bypassed for 5 consecutive days after a Pacific storm causes streamflow to rise above 
50 cfs; 
 
May 1 to June 15:  10 cfs when the sandbar at the mouth of San Gregorio Creek is open; 2 cfs 
when the sandbar is closed; and 
 
June 16 to November 30:  2 cfs or the entire streamflow, whichever is less. 
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
